New York, July 10.—Commer- 
cialized use of Christian Science 
teaching was held by the appel- 
late division of the supreme 
court today to be illegal. The 
conviction of Willis Vernon Cole 
for practising medicine without a 
license, when he accepted fees for 
Christian Science treatment, was 
sustained. A lower court f{cund 
Cole guilty of violating the pub- 
lic health law and Cole appealed. 
The higher court, in its opinion, 
written by Justice Clark, today 
answered in the negative its pre- 
mise: 

“Is the commercialized use of 
prayer for ‘the avowed purpose of 
treating all persons seeking curé 
for all kinds of bodily ills the 
religious tenets of a church?”

Four Caled Clover 

Sinée four leafed clover is said to 
be lucky it might be well to know 
how how it happens tliat while most 
clover has only three leaves, one is 
found now and then with four. 

According to J. Perriraz, who dis- 
gusses the question in the Archives 
des Sciences Physiques et Naturelles, 
clovers with more than three leaves 
are due to two causes,- one heredi- 
tary, the other nutritive. After a 
moist season clover plants with four 
or 6ven five, six or seven leaves are 
relatively common and plants with 
only two leaves are also seen at such 
times, but these are very rare. 

But some plants are abnormal by 
heredity and prot? themselves 
with the same characteristics in suc- 
cessive years when their environment 
remaing the same external influences 
merely modifying the size of the 
leaves.
